School Superintendent's Report 

To the Board of School Directors for the Town of Rutland. 

Gentlemen : In accordance with the requirements of the law 
I submit to you my first report as superintendent of shools for 
the town of Rutland. 

The fall term of schools began September 10th with the fol- 
lowing teachers in charge of the various schools: 

Center Rutland, Grammar, Miss Anna Matighan. 

Center Rutland Intermediate, Miss Agnes Hanley. 

Center Rutland Primary, Miss Sarah Ryan. 

Dyer District, Miss Florence Williams. 

Mill Village, Miss Grace P. Fisher. 

Cheney, Miss Elizabeth Hunter. 

Post, Miss May Osteyee. 
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At the end of the fall term the Post school was closed as 
some of the children had moved from the district, and others 
preferred to attend the city schools, leaving only four pupils in 
the district. Of these four pupils, one is now attending the 
school at Mill Village. 

To better accommodate the large number of pupil sat ten ding 
the Primary school at the Center, the unused room on the upper 
floor was put in order during the vacation between the fall and 
winter terms. About one-half of the pupils were taken from the 
primary room and placed in charge of Miss Lena O'Neal, who 
was engaged as teacher in this new room. 

The schools at the Center had been in session but a week 
when the building was burned to the ground, thus depriving 
nearly one hundred children of school privileges. Efforts were 
quickly made to provide accommodations for as many pupils as 
possible but rooms could not be obtained. The use of the build- 
ing recently occupied by Mr. Slade as a store has been secured 
until July and two schools will begin work in this building Mon- 
day, February 10th. The Grammar school will occupy theroom 
from 8 until 12 in the morning, and the Intermediate school from 
12.30 until 4.30 p. m., thus giving the older children the oppor- 
tunity of continuing their school work four hours each day. 
This is the best provision it has been possible to make for the 
pupils. 

Miss Fisher, teacher in the Mill Village school, resigned her 
position soon after the winter term began because she was un- 
able to obtain board at a reasonable distance from the school. 
We were able to continue the school without the loss of a day bv 
putting Miss Lena O’Neal in charge of the same.

State Manual and Grading. 

A copy of the course of s'udv for elementary schools, issued 
by the State Superintendent of Education, has been placed in the 
hands of every teacher as a basis and guide for the work of the 
schools. As rapidly as may be, the schools will be graded in 
conformity with this manual, so there may be a greater degree 
of uniformity in the matter of teaching. 

Text Books. 

No change in the text books has been made except in the 
Grammar school at Center Rutland. As all texts used in this 
room were destroyed by the fire, and new ones were necessary, 
changes were made in arithmetics, grammars, spellers and phys- 
iologies, these all being better in my opinion then the texts which 
has been in use. 1 suggest that a change be made in the gram- 
mars and language lessons, arithmetics and physiologies in all 
the other schools. A greater supply of reading material should 
be provided in most of the schools. Each class in reading should 
be provided with at least three different reading books. 

Repairs. 

1 lie school building in the Dyer district is greatlv in need of 
thorough repairs. The interior woodwork should be painted, 
the walls kalsomined in some pleasing color, the ceiling white- 
washed, the doors repaired. 

The school room at the Cheney school is too small for the 
number of pupils attending it. I suggest that the partition be- 
tween the entry and school room be removed, thus making the 
room larger, and a vestibule be built on the front or west side of 
the building. This could be done at a small expense. I recom- 
mend that a hard wood floor be placed in this building and sin- 
gle seats and desks be installed. 
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New Building. 

At a special town meeting recently held, the town voted to 
erect a new school building to replace the one recently burned at 
the Center. I sincerely hope that the committee in charge will 
have a building erected that will be ample for future as well as 
present needs, with modern sanitation, heating and ventiliation, 
lighting and seating. There are about one hundred children en- 
rolled in the Center Rutland schools at the present time and this 
number will probably increase rather than decrease. A four 
room building is needed, with large, well lighted and ventilated' 
hallways. 1 trust that no false sense of economy will prevent 
the town from having a school house modern in all its appoint- 
ments. It must be kept in mind that the building is not for a 
year only, but for all future years, as long as the building shall 
stand, and so-the building should be right at the start. All 
plans for new buildings must conform to the regulations of the 
State Board of Health. 

I have made about fifty-five visits to the schools since Sep- 
tember. At these visits I have investigated the condition ofeach 
school with reference to the accommodation it offers*the number 
of pupils in attendance, the condition of the outhouses, the num- 
ber and condition of the books used, the amount and condition 
of all school appliances. I have observed the method employed 
by each teacher in the instruction she gives her pupils and in the 
control of the school and also the attitude of the pupils toward 
their teachers. I have conferred and advised with each teacher 
regarding the work of the school, have suggested plans and de- 
vices for increasing the efficiency of the school, conducted recita- 
tions and addressed various schools. I have held no teachers' 
meetings. 

In order to arouse greater interest in the schools on the part 
of the parents, Parents’’ Day has been observed in five of the 
schools. The attendance at these exercises has been good. The 
schools in which such exercises were held are as follows: Gram- 
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mar school, intermediate school, Cheney, Mill Village and Dyer. 

In order to stimulate interest in school work on the part of 
the pupils a little manual training has been introduced. 

Eye and Ear Test. 

In accordance with the requirements of the law a test was* 
made in the fall of the sight and hearing of the pupils. The result 


of the test was as follows :

From my visits to the various schools and investigations of 
the conditions of each, I am led to believe that many of the chil- 
dren in the Center Rutland schools can be promoted faster than 
has been done, provided they have the right instruction during 
their first two or three years in school. The conditions in the 
primary room have made it impossible for a teacher to give the 
attention necessary to the large number of children seated in this 
room, many of whom can neither understand or speak the Eng- 
lish language when they enter school. These first year children 
need the entire time of a teacher devoted to them. With four 
teachers working under the direction of a superintendent I think

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von mav expect to see more pupils go through the grammar 
school than has been the case in the past. 

I find that one cause of weakness in the rural schools has 
been the frequent change of teachers and the employment of 
those who have had neither experience nor special training for 
their work. All teachers in the rural schools since September 
have had considerable experience in teaching, competent train- 
ing, or both, with one exception. It certainly is economy to pay 
a good teacher a sufficient wage to enable the school to retain 
her services for a considerable length of time. 

Music. 

I would recommend that if arrangements can be made with 
the adjoining towns which already employ a music teacher, to 
have her services in a part, if not all of the schools of the town, 
once each week, such arrangements be made. The introduction 
of music into the schools would greatly improve the character of 
each school.
